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‘©To serve the Lord with gladness, and come before His presence with a 
song,” has come down through the ages, and seems to find an especial fitness in 
the needs of this nineteenth century. One of these needs, as it seems to the 
authors, is a demand for music for the Sunday School, and Prayer Meeting, 
which shall be a vehicle strong enough to bear our most heart-felt praise to 
God, and yet not so freighted with unnecessary difficulties or artistic beauties 
that the Creator is forgotten in the work itself, or so devoid of all real musical 
thought that the result is a meaningless jingle unworthy to be used in 


Christian Worship. 


It has been with the hope of meeting this ideal that this book has been 
prepared. Great care has been exercised in the selections which have 
have been made. Much of the music is new and fresh, never having before 
been published. If it shall meet the needs of Sunday Schools, and all earnest 
souls seeking to join the upward, onward army, it will have accomplished the 


end for which it has been written. 


There are many fine selections from English authors which we have never 
before seen in a book of this kind. We have endeavored to retain enough of the 
old never-to-be-laid-aside hymns and tunes, to be sung while the new ones are 
being learned, and ever after, when — if the new prove worthy — both have 


become old together.
